The particulars are as follows: 
Kx-Under- 
Sheriff Tarring, his wife ami a young lady who 
is stopping at his house, were on their way to 
church this evening about 7 o’clock, and had 
reachedthe front of Mitchell’» residence, which 
is on the west side of Third street, between Ju ­ 
lian and St. James.when a man,who ap[>eared 
to have been either standing or walking be­ 
hind the trees lining the sidewalk, came 
toward them, and Mr. Boring crowded toward 
his wife to allow the stranger to pass. When 
the fellow was within about two feet of Bor­ 
ing, he suddenly raised a pistol, at the same 
time saying, *’ Vour money or yonrlife, you 
s 
of a b 
,” and as the words left his 
mouth 
ho 
tired, the ball passing close 
to Boring’s face. 
Though surprised and 
dazed, Boring instantly grappled his assail­ 
ant, and in the tussle worked out into the 
street. The ladies, meanwhile, were scream­ 
ing for help. 
Boring had got his man to his 
knees, and they were still struggling, when 
Boring stepped on a stone, which, turning, 
partly threw him, and the fellow squirmed 
from under him and ran. 
Boring pursued, 
and the fellow partly turned aDd fired back 
at him. 
Both kept on, and again the fellow 
wheeled and fired, and by this time they 
reached Julian street and turned into it, and 
as Boring still pursued, when part way down 
the block he turned and again fired. 
Boring, 
in the mean time, hail shouted to the mau to 
stop, but one or two who witnessed the pro­ 
ceedings, being unarmed, did not care to take 
any risk. The night being dark, and Boring- 
being unarmed and nearly out of breath, re­ 
turned to the ladies. One of the men who 
saw the last shots fired tried to keep the fel­ 
low in sight, but he entered an empty lot, and 
for a time got away. The entire neighbor­ 
hood and police force were soon search­ 
ing that section of town. 
In the struggle the 
robber had lost his hat. 
About a half an 
hour later a bareheaded man accosted a 
young girl named Landerdale, on De\ ine 
street, and asked her if she could not procure 
an old hat for him to wear. 
Having heard 
of the shooting, she took it for granted that 
he was the robber and ran off aud told the 
first man she met 
what had 
occurred, 
and where she saw him. 
A few minutes 
later officer Vance came across a bareheaded 
man leaning against Charles White’s fence, 
at the corner of First aud Julian stre. ts. 
He told him he wanted him, and the other 
asked, “ Are you an officer?” Vance re­ 
plied that he was, and took hold of him as 
the other answered, “ Well, if 1 had known 
you were an officer yon never could have got 
near me.” 
A man who was with Yance 
also took hold, and they searched him, to 
find a Smith & Wesson five-shooter on him 
with four empty chambers. Before they 
could get him away theie was a struggle, 
but he was dragged along. 
All he had 
to say for a time was. “ Just my d—— 
luck.” He refused to give his name at the 
City Prison, and upon being searched a large 
jack-knife,which he had been unable to reach 
on the way to jail, was found upon him. Im­ 
mediately the crowd that had followed com­ 
menced talking very quietly about lynching. 
This storm was growing whenMayorMurphy 
went out to the front of the City Hall and 
admonished the mob against any act of vio­ 
lence. During this interval the robber was 
S 
uietly taken from the City Prison to the 
ounty Jail for protection. 
A t the latter 
place he gave the name of Joseph H. Fisher, 
and claims to be recently from Bodie. 
He 
acknowledged that he tired at Boiing, but 
said the first shot w as to intimidate him so 
that he could get his money. 
The fellow 
is an Englishman, of medium height, dressed 
in dark clothes, with a gray flannel shirt, red 
hair, curly and close cropped. He wears a 
light mustache. 
His hands are soft and 
white, and upon being asked where he got a 
large plain ring that he had on his finger, he 
said he won it in 15 wlie. 
Upon being placed 
in his cell, he asked that he be given a pistol 
and he would kill himself. About 11 o’clock 
last night a man was stopped and robbed on 
First street of §4 and a gold ring, and it is 
supposed that Fisher, as 
he calls him­ 
self, 
is the highwayman. 
An 
impres­ 
sion prevails among many that Fisher is also 
the man who shot young Diamond on Second 
street last Friday night. 
It will be remem­ 
bered that Diamond was also walking with 
two ladies at the time. 
The man who snot 
him swore when be fired the pistol, aud used 
the same oath at each of the three shots then 
fired. 
To-night the same oath was used each 
time Fisher fired at Boring.

nothing to do. If this is so, if they are to be 
come extinct, ore ought to leave that to 
Providence, and we, as 
good, patriotic, 
Christian people, should do cur best to 
improve tbeir physical, mental and moral 
condition. 
We should prepare them to be­ 
come part of the great American family. 
If 
it turns out that their destiny is to be differ­ 
ent, we shall at least have done our duty.

All 
that is certain is that the Democrats have 
the State now, and have had it for several 
years. It follows from this that if the 
ltepublicans 
win it they will have 
to 
take 
something from their op­ 
ponents, while if the Democrats win 
it they will only have to hold their 
own. And this simple statement shows 
how absurd are the predictions that a Dem­ 
ocratic victory in Indiana would practically 
indicate the election of Hancock. It would 
in fact do nothing of the kind. Indiana is 
not, and has not been, counted as a Repub­ 
lican State in this campaign, but as a 
doubtful State, and a very doubtful one. 
The Republicans have no right to expect to 
win it, and therefore they have no reason 
for disappointment if they do not win it. 
They can win the fight without Indiana, 
and it is quite probable that they will 
have to do to. 
The Democrats have 
the inside track in that State, and they 
have so much to stake that they 
ccrtaialy will neglect no means of securing 
victory. If they win, as we expect they 
will, the great fight will still have to be 
made in New York. If, however, they 
should lose Indiana, it is plain that the 
Republicans would be very greatly en­ 
couraged, and with reason, for this would 
indicate a distinct and roost significant 
falling off in the strength of their oppo­ 
nents. At present, however, the safe and 
rational expectation for Republicans is that 
Indiana will give a Democratic majority, 
and if it is a reduced one there w 11 be cause 
for rejoicing and for increased confidence. 
DEMOCRATIC 
LAWLESSNESS IN NEW 
YOFK. 
W ithin the past fortnight no less than 
three Republican meetings and processions 
have been assaulted by Democratic roughs 
in New York and Brooklyn. No possible 
cause has existed for these displays of ruf­ 
fianism, and it would seem that their only 
object could be to establish the kinship 
between the Democratic bulldozers North 
and South, These New York blackguards 
are no doubt as disposed to lawlessness as 
their friends on the other side of the line. 
The mob in New York has in times past 
proved its brutality, cowardice and licen­ 
tiousness too often to leave any room for 
doubt on this head. W hat the New York 
Democrats expect to gain, however, by- 
atoning and clubbing Republican proces­ 
sions in that city, is more difficult to un­ 
derstand ; for 
whereas the Southern 
roughs have a distinct purpose to subserve 
by their ruffianism, in the suppression of 
the Itepublican vote, the Northern rowdies 
and their leaders are too sensible to im­ 
agine that they can play that game. On 
the contrary, they must lie well aware that 
every instance of violence on their part 
will stimulate and consolidate the Repub­ 
lican vote, and that for every stone they 
throw now ten adverse ballots will be de­ 
posited agaiut them next month. It.is 
not, therefore, to be supposed that their 
leaders countenance these outbreaks, but 
if, as is apparent, the leaders cannot pre­ 
vent them, the fact affords an additional 
argument for the defeat of so lawless a 
party. 


Those who affect to make light of the 
danger to be apprehended from a Demo­ 
cratic success in the Presidential election, 
fail to realize the extent of Southern do­ 
minion over the Democratic party. The 
South has always governed the Democracy, 
the Northern wing of the party having 
been overruled at all critical junctures by 
its more determined and radical colleagues. 
The latest illustration of this was afforded 
in the extra session, when the conservative 
Northern Democrats were thrust to the 
rear, and the Confederate Brigadiers in­ 
sisted on making the main issue of the 
session the attem pt to remove all barriers 
to bulldozing and fraud at the South, by 
repealing the federal election laws. The 
Northern Democratic leaders had sagacity 
enough to perceive that this was bad pol­ 
icy, but the Southern Congressmen refused 
to see anything more than that they had 
power, and could use :t. It will be re­ 
numbered that Southern statesmen before 
the war had more than a little reason for 
believing that persistence and audacity 
were sufficient to conquer the North. Up 
to that time the relations between the two 
sections had been a history of compromises, 
everyone of which tended to strengthen the 
Southern conviction that the North would 
never fight. The war dispelled that illu­ 
sion, but the events which succeeded it 
did much to revive Southern confidence. 
The credulity with which the North ac­ 
cepted Southern accounts of the wrongs 
done during the Reconstruction period 
naturally tended to produce a new belief 
in the wisdom of the old policy of au­ 
dacity. The manner in which the North 
abaudoned the enfranchised negroes to 
their bitterest enemies, and withdrew its 
indorsement and confidence from its own 
accredited agents on the strength of rabid 
Southern representations, confirmed this 
impression. And since then the Southern 
leaders have been more and more disposed 
to resort to their old lines of action, and 
to reject the more moderate and. cautious 
recommendations of their Northern allies. 
The idea that there is no cause for fear 
(rom Southern claims is based on the state­ 
ments of Northern Democratic authorities. 
It may readily be granted that if these 
had their way the question of Southern 
claims would possess little importance, for 
they realize the madness of the proposition. 
But Northern Republieans cannot too dis­ 
tinctly recognize the fact that the South­ 
ern people do not think or feel as they do, 
that they possess entirely different govern­ 
mental theories, and that to all practical 
intents they are a separate people. Slavery 
and the difference of local institutions have 
produced much if not all of this dis­ 
tinction, but the main fact is that it ex­ 
ists, and that it influences the Southern 
politics at every turn. The South is a full 
generation behind the North in progress 
and civilization, and this means a great 
deal. To Northern men the idea of a raid 
on the Treasury for the payment of 
Southern claims appears irrational prin­ 
cipally because the Northerner perceives 
that if an increase of national taxation was 
caused in any such way, the South would 
have to share the burden. But it is not 
sufficiently realized that the Southern 
mind is crude in m atters of national 
finance. The fiat money idea has found 
great favor in the South, and it ha3 an in­ 
timate connection with the question of 
Southern claims. 
One Southern idea is that by the substi­ 
tution of fiat-money for real money, all 
obstacles to uuliuiited 
appropriations 
would be removed. 
If once the Federal 
Government was enabled to print money 
at will, it would, they think, be pos­ 
sible to pay off all manner of claims, and 
to make the most generous appropriations 
for internal improvements. Seeing that 
tbeir section has not improved in like ratio 
with the North, and that capital is de­ 
ficient there, they attribute this state of 
things with easy credulity to the insuffi­ 
ciency of the circulating medium, and 
therefore jump to the conclusion that what 
is needed is enlargement of the volume 
of the currency. In such a society all the 
financial delusions which have been flitting 
about the country duriDg the past twenty 
years find a congenial habitat. The South­ 
erners are behind the age in this as in 
other respects, and like all unsuccessful 
communities they prefer ascribing their ill 
fortune to any but the true causes. The 
instability of their government, the per­ 
sistence of sectional spirit, their refusal to 
accept the results of the war, togithirw ith 
the inevitably depressing effects of that 
struggle, have in reality retarded their 
advance. This, however, they will not 
acknowledge, and so they have promptly 
adopted the wildest Grecnbaeker theories, 
and are prepared to urge them seriously at 
the first opportunity. They believe that 
with unlimited issues of irredeemable 
paper their fortunes would be built up. 
They would make the fiat money scheme 
aud the Southern claims work together. 
So long as the Government printing presses 
could strike off fiat money by the ream 
they would be willing to vote it away in 
payment of any and all claims, and their 
financial ignorance is just deep enough fot 
them to believe seriously that such 
a policy would be beneficial to them. That 
the Southern ideas would dominate every­ 
thing in the event of Hancock’s election 
cannot be doubted by those who have stu­ 
died the past, and it is equally certain 
that Grcenbackism is rampant all through 
the South, though the Southern Democrats 
have no use for a specially Greenback piar­ 
te-, seeing that they expect to carry out 
their views just as well through the De­ 
mocracy. They are opposed to the Na­ 
tional Banks because they want to revive 
the old system of State Bunks, and be 
cause they adhere to the doctrine of State 
Rights. Northern Greeiibackers do not 
seem to understand the reason why tbeir 
doctrines find so much support at the 
South, but Northern Republicans, and. all 
Northern men who have any cuncem for 
the future of the country, should n fleet 
upon these considerations, for they demon­ 
strate the reality and the pressing danger 
of the Southern claims. 
TWO MURDERS, AND THHR LESSON. 
A few days ago a journalist was m ur­ 
dered at Santa Barbara for having drnc 
bis duty in condemning an unfit nomina­ 
tion. After the assassin bad committed 
the crime it was stated that he was a coto- 
rioos rowdy and bravo, that he bad 
repeatedly been engaged in personal alter­ 
cations, and had many times drawn deadly 
weapons with homicidal intent. In this 
city, la9t week, a wife shot down and 
killed her hnsband, and then it became 
generally known that the woman had not 
only threatened to do this very thine, but 
nad actually attempted it once before. In 
both these cases the catastrophe might have 
been avoided had the wan irgs which 
were giveD to society been heeded in time. 
If the man Gray had been treated as he 
deserved, if he had been prosecuted and 
sent to jail for bis former breaches of the 
law, it is probable that no convention would 


have thought of nominating him for 
District Attorney, and then Mr. Glancey’s 
life would have been spared. It the hus­ 
band and friends of Mrs. Hamilton bad 
acted on the indications given by her 
former conduct, and by her notoriously hom­ 
icidal disposition, as shown in her attem pt 
to kill the girl W inkleplek some months 
ago, her husband would not now be a 
corpse, and she wo lid not be in prison, 
charged with li¡3 murder. Society never 
knows what serious evils it is inviting 
when it weakly neglects to cure minor 
ills. 
The quarrelsome, violent man is 
allowed to have his own way. His lawless­ 
ness is ignored or hushed up. And pres­ 
ently he develops into a full-fledged 
murderer, and the lesson of the duty 
betrayed is emphasized by the sacrifice of 
a good citizen. The cowardice and false 
tenderness of society in matters of this 
kind too frequently- are responsible for 
tragic consequences. In the case of Gray 
the immediate responsibility undoubtedly 
rests upon the politicians who had not the 
sense or the decency to re'rain from nom­ 
inating for a responsible office a man whose 
record made the choice a gross insult to 
the community and a disgrace to the party-. 
But society had tolerated this ruffian, and 
had permitted itself to be bullied by- him, 
and because it had not conscientiousness 
enough to insist upon the stern execution 
of its own laws, it has to lament the m ur­ 
der of one of its best members. 


LAST NIGHT’S DISPATCHES 


THE AUiHORS’ CARNIVAL. 
The Authors’ Carnival at San Francisco 
is over. It has been successful from a pe­ 
cuniary standpoint, and it is claimed, and 
with some plausibility, that it has had a 
distinct educational use. Certainly it must 
have compelled those who took part in the 
tableaux to acquire some information con­ 
cerning the works from which the charac­ 
ters were taken, and the public also must 
have gone to some extra pains to compre­ 
hend the meaning of what they went to 
see- It is therefore probable that a wider 
acquaintance with many good and whole­ 
some authors has been reached through the 
Carnival, and that many people have thus 
been led to acquire knowledge which they 
perhaps would never have gained in any 
other way. On the other hand it may be 
questioned whether these realistic repre­ 
sentations of favorite characters from pop­ 
ular romances aud other works is not 
calculated to produce almost as much dis­ 
appointment as culture. W e are inclined 
to doubt very much whether the ideals 
which one forms of these characters from 
the author’s description are not much more 
satisfactory than any materialization of 
them can possibly be. It is for instance 
not to be questioned that the impressions 
which Shakespeare produces in the unas- 
sistcd perusal of the closet immeasurably 
exceed in force and fulness the most 
elaborate and skillful effects of the stage. 
W ith the long line of authors whose genius 
is not dramatic the effect of the attem pt to 
reproduce their characters in dramatic 
forms must be still less satisfactory-. The 
persons who are dressed to represent these 
characters can at best be little more than 
lay-figures. We recognize certain pecu­ 
liarities of costumes, bat the real charac­ 
ters remain unattainable, and so the gen­ 
eral result of the experiment is disappoint­ 
ing, however conscientiously it may have 
been made. 
THE SAN CARMEL MISSION. 
The Bulletin, writing of the old Mission 
Church in the Carmelo Valley, at Monte­ 
rey, suggests that “ the church itself 
“ might well be taken in charge by the 
“ State and protected as a monument of 
“ the early history of this coast.” We 
think the Bulletin is m istakm as to this. 
The old church belongs to the see, and the 
ecclesiastical authorities who hold the title 
to it are not in the habit of surrendering 
any of their real property-. The State has 
no authority in the premises, and cannot 
have any unless the Roman Catholic 
Church will Bell the property. As there is 
no instance on record of such a transaction 
we are justified in regarding it as ex­ 
tremely improbable. The Church might 
perhaps ce induced to allow the old Mis­ 
sion to be restored, or to be protected from 
the weather, but this is probably as much 
as it would care to concede, though there 
can be no question that the condition in 
which the place now exists is most dis­ 
creditable to its owners, and reflects not a 
little upon their piety, when we consider 
the associations of the Mission. 


£AN FRANCISCO ITIMS.

The total receipts of the Carnival, just 
closed, was $44,773 70.

Brent I'nrnell Demonstration at C ork- 
Curious Incident. 
New Y ork, October 3d.—The Herald's 
Dublin special says : The l’ai nell demonstra­ 
tion at Cork to day was the largest ever seen 
in that section of Ireland since tbe days i . 
Daniel O’Connell. An add, ess of welcome 
was presented, and an enormous procession, 
with bands aud banners, proceeded to Cork. 
At Wellington Bridge Mr. Parnell was met 
by the Mayor and Corporation, who present 
ed him with an address. A copy of a 
poem, written by Miss Fanny Parnell, was 
presented by the Typographical Society. 
Bouquets were showered on the party, in­ 
cluding one from the daughters of the farmers 
of Cruk. The trades of the city figured 
largely in the procession to the Park, where 
speeches were delivered. It is stated tnat the 
Trade Societies nevtr turned out so im­ 
posingly since 1843. The procession took 
three quarters of an hour to pass a given point. 
When the proceedings commerced in the 
Park, over 50,000 [lersons were present, while 
many, owing to the cru-h on the roads, had 
to abandon their intention of going to the 
meeting. The day was fine, and the city was 
a mass of fligs and bunting, even the ships 
in the harbor and river flying i ll their colors. 
The effect is described as magnificent. 
A curious incident occurred during the 
formation of the procession. At Blarney a 
body of Fenians, armed with revolvers, com­ 
pelled two members of the Band League 
(Cionin and O’Brien) to leave their carriage, 
and kept them in custody till the proceedings 
were over. 
They intended to arrest the 
President of the League, but as he was in 
PsrneU’s carnage they could not get at him. 
O'Brien and Croi in attempted to enter five 
different carriages, but were violently ejected 
by the Fei.ians, who leveled revolvers at the 
obnoxious Leaguers, with cries of “ We have 
a better man than you to sit beside Parnell.” 
It appeals that the pure revolutionists of 
Cork are willing to accede a measure of 
to’eration to Parnell, in recognition of his 
services during the late distre.-s, hut they 
are not prepared to extend a similar favor to 
his followers, who repudiated a recourse 
to arms for the redress of grievances. 
Parnell, in his speech, declared that landlord­ 
ism, which was created for maintaining Eng­ 
lish rule iu Ireland, and for the interests of 
the f-w against the many, rnu-t fall. Voices 
called out, “ As Lord Mountmorris fell.” 
The Dulcleno AIT.ilr. 
C onstantinople, October 3d.—The Eu­ 
ropean Embassadors were instructed to grant 
the request of the Sultan for delay until to­ 
day, but at the same time to demand that 
the Porte shall order Riza Pasha to allow the 
surrender of Dulclgno aud to withdraw the 
Turkish troops from the town. A petition 
signed by 300 members of the Ulema aud a 
number of high dignitaries has been delivered 
to the Sultan, urging resistance to the de­ 
mands of the Powers.

October 3d.— The fire last night in 
the Pavilion de Fiore, and which for a 
moment threatened to destroy the Tuilleries 
utterly a second time within one decade, 
was happily less di-astrnus than it might 
have I wen. 
For hoars, however, Paris 
tremhled for the restored palace and for the 
priceless treasures stirred op in the adjoining 
Museum of Isutvre. As it is, some of the 
damage done is unfortunately irrepar­ 
able. 
The statuary of Cari>eaux, one 
of his master pieces, which adorned 
the side of the Pavilion, has been terribly 
injured by the fl imes, and it wifi be a work 
requiring much time, talent and money to 
replace the rest. 'The fire broke out after 10 
o’cl- ck in the bedroom occupied by Madame 
Herwlil the wife of ¡lie Prefect of the Seine. 
The spei tacle was grand and awful, especially 
us seen from the opposite bank of the river. 
The principal lo.s was sustained by the 
Prefect of the Seine. The archives of tbe 
city of Paris were in the destroyed building, 
hut they were saved. As soon as the uews 
of the fire spread, crowds hurried to the 
scene, and the police bad much difficulty in 
maintaining order.* Ferry, Cascott, General 
t 'linchaos and other authorities were sum­ 
moned, and at once came down to the palace, 


where they fortunately found M. Herold and 
his family uninjured. 
The Panama Canal—Syndicate Formed.

Examination of Gray, Theodore 
Glancey’s Assassin. 


TESTIMONY OF EYE-WITNESSES. 


Held to Answer on a Charge of 
Murder Without BaiL 


FUNERAL CEREMONIES AT CALISTOGA. 


The Remains Sorrowfully Conveyed to 
Their Last Resting-Place.

S a n ta B arb ara, October 2d.—The exam­ 
ination of Clarence Gray, charged with 
murdering Theodore Glancey, late editor of 
the Press, to ik place before H. G. Crane, 
Justice of the Peace, yesterday. John Don- 
nellan, City Marshal, testified that he saw 
Glancey led by the doctor of the steamer 
McArthur. He had him by the hand, and 
led him to the Morris House and laid him on 
a table. He loosened his clothes, and there 
was a wound close to his navel. On being 
asked who did it, he said Clarence Gray shot 
him. I immediately went in search of Gray, 
and found him on the sidewalk. I went to 
him and asked him if he had shot Glancey, 
and he said that lie had. I arrested him, and 
he said : “ All right; I will go with you.” 
I asked him if he had any arms, and he said 
“ Yes.” I told him to give them up to me. 
I searched him for them, and found a large 
pistol between liis vest and his shirt, and 
took it from him. Then I took him to Judge 
Crane’s Court. The witness here identified 
the revolver which he took from Gray. It is 
a heavy Colt’s pistol. It had one chamber 
empty. Being cross-examined, he said : The 
wound was on the right of and about an inch 
above the navel. Gray was near Justice 
Hoyt’s office when I arrested him. 
Jacob Harris testified that on the 25th of 
September, in the afternoon, he saw Gray. 
Gray asked Glancey, inside of the Occidental 
Hotel, “ Are you resixmsible ?” I think he 
asked this question twice. Then I heard a 
shot. Mr. Glancey was coming out of the 
door of the hotel. After Mr. Glancey had 
gone about three or four feet Gray took out a 
pistol from his inside pocket. I aid not hear 
Glancey say anything. 
a doctor’s story. 
Dr. H. J. Percey testified that he is an 
assistant surgeon iu tbe United States Navy, 
attached to the steamer McArthur. He saw 
Glancey on the 25th. Two men were in the 
corridor of the Occidental Hotel. One of 
them was the defendant, Gray. I heard some 
one say : “ For God’s sake, won’t some one 
help me? I am shot!” I turned round ar.d 
saw Glancey walking very fast down the 
street. I went up to him and found him 
bleeding pretty freely. 
I controlled the 
hemorrhage by pressure, aud led him to the 
Morris House, placed him on the table and 
sent for Dr. Batts. I heard the report of the 
pistol. It was about two minutes after the 
repoit before I saw Glancey. The wound on 
the wrist was above the joint, penetrating 
the radius of the outer hone of the forearm, 
passing through and shattering the bone, and 
passing through the tissues. There was but 
one wound in the trunk. It was just above 
the navel, and about au inch to the right of 
the median line. The same instrument which 
pierced the wrist made the wound iu the 
abdomen. I am quite certaiu of this. 
John Nixon testified : Was in the vicinity 
of the Occidental Hotel on the afternoon of 
the 25th of September. I was crossing the 
street and heard a pistol shot. 
I saw Gray- 
come to the main entrance of the hotel. He 
had a large pistol in bis hand. Almost at the 
same time I saw two hands clasped and 
the blood running from them freely. The 
hands came through the middle door, below 
tbe entrance ot the hotel. They did not 
come far enough out from the door to enable 
me to see the person. The hands drew back 
from the center door, and a man came to the 
lower door holding Ills hands. A t this time I 
was on the sidewalk, nearly opposite to the 
lower door, ami about ten feet from the man. 
He said : “ Can’t you do something for me? 
He shot me through,” anil at the same time 
started down the street. Gray started down 
the stieet, also. He said: “ You will be 
responsible, will you ? ’ He went a few feet 
below the hotel building, andan old man came 
up to him. put his arms around him (Gray), 
and I think he took hold of the pistol. The 
man whom I saw with the woufided hands 
was Glancey. Witness here identified the 
pistol, and continued: 
Gray’s demeanor, 
when he made the remark, “ You are re­ 
sponsible,” was more angry than excited. 
Witness was then cross-examined, and said : 
When I saw Gray he stood at the entrance of 
the door with his hands at bis side. Glancey 
was walking down the street very fast. Gray 
w-as about twenty or twent.y-five feet behind 
him. 
SHOT DOWN IN COLD BLOOD. 
Henry Jenkins testified: I am a wood- 
chopper and live at the Matanza. I know 
the defendant Gray. I saw him last Satur­ 
day. I was walking along, and saw two men 
bave hold of each other, Coming closer I 
knew Gray to be one of them. The other 
man I did not know, but lieanl his name 
afterwards. As I came closer I heard Gray 
say, "Are you respon-ible ?” The answer I 
did not hear. There was something said but 
1 could not catch what it was. Then I was 
close up. aud as I pissed Gray on the side­ 
walk, Gray said, “ Are you responsible?” 
and the man said “ Yes.” I stopped and 
said, “ Gentlemen, that dues not l.sik well on 
the sidewalk ; you had better quit that 
at the same time I put my hs.nd between them 
and pressed a little on their arms and thev 
parteil without any more effort from me. I 
turned to walk along, and looking behind saw 
they were engaged in a scufflj again. I 
thought then that Glancey was making the 
attack and Gray was trying to dtfeud him­ 
self, his right hand being down as if to find 
something, aud Gray was trying to prevent 
him with his left, suddenly he (Glancey) 
lushed hurriedly along, turned into the side 
door and slammed it behind him. In a 
little while the door opened again. 
I 
could see Glancty’s face looking out. 
Gray was advancing when the door 
closed or was closing again. A shot was then 
tired and I thought the door waa struck at 
the time. There was nobody there but Gray, 
that I could see. I could not see the pistol, 
only seeing Gray’s back. I saw Gray have a 
pistol on that occasion. I saw it before the 
shooting a half a minute, more or less. I saw 
Gray after the shooting. He came out on the 
sidewalk. I did not remain long after the 
shooting, but long enough to see if the door 
was struck, and if there were any dents or 
marks. I saw a dent on the jamb. I don’t 
know when it was made. I saw blood also. 
I saw Glancey coming out of another door, 
with his hands bleeding. Not long after he 
came out of the next door below tbe entrance. 
The shooting was dime at the side door of the 
hotel, leading from the office into the hall. 
When I saw Gray fire I was on the sidewalk. 
I may have been standing about the center of 
that door (marking bis position on a diagram) 
when the shot was first fired. Gray’s posi­ 
tion was also marked on the diagram. It 
might be five feet from the door to the spot 
where Gray was standing. The dt f> ndant is 
the Gray I speak of. I did not see Glaucey 
have any arms on that occasion. 
HOW THE SHOOTING OCCURRED. 
James H. Swift testified: I am proprietor 
of the Morris House. On Saturday, Sep­ 
tember 25th, I saw Glancey and Gray. I 
started up the street a few minutes after 2 
o’clock. When in front of Fast’s store I saw 
Glancey coming towards me, holding his 
hand. I saw that his hand was bleeding. I 
went to him as quick as I could. He said 
that Gray had shot him. He told me he 
wanted a doctor. I started for Dr. Bates. 
As I left him I met Gray. He was follow­ 
ing him. A gentleman (a small man) caught 
jim just before I nached him, and as I 
passed him Gray said, “ You are responsible, 
are you ?” At that time he bad his right 
hand a little hack of him. When he ad­ 
vanced he passed quite rapidly from the Oc­ 
cidental towards the Morris House. A t the 
time Gray made that remark I thought be 
was excited and angry. I met Glancey about 


in front Kaediug’s. I passed Gray about 50 
feet from the eastern end of the Occidental 
Hotel. The d s anc-> between the two par­ 
ties was about 75 to 100 feet, I should judge. 
I saw no wt apon in the hands of Gray. 
A. B. Williams testified : I am County 
Clerk. I was at the Morris House ou Sep­ 
tember 25th at the time Theodore Glancey 
came in. He said that be had been shot by 
Clarence Gray. He said lie told him he was 
unarmed. He was anxious to have the doc­ 
tor examine his wounds, and expressed a de­ 
sire for some one to send word to his wife. 
He was told to keep calm, aud he said he was 
perfectly calm. 
i;lancet's dying statement. 
George P. Tebt etts testified : I am a 
farmer. I know Glaucey. I was with him 
in his illness a part of the time. • I had a con­ 
versation with him prior to his death, and 
after the time of his being informed by the 
physician that he could not live. Between 
six am, a half and seven p. m. of the day he 
was shot 1 went into his room at the Morris 
House, and sat down by his bedside. He 
asked me to feel his pulse. I did so, and said 
to him. it was a little better, I thought, than 
when I was in a little while before. .Mr; 
Stearns came in, and Mr. Glancey said : 
“ The doctor has just been in and told me 
that I could not live ; in fact, I know that I 
cannot, 
I have seen too many gunshot 
wounds.” Mr. Stearns Raid to him, "Did 
you tell Gray that you were responsible for 
that aiticle?” He said, “ I did,” and then 
Gray put his hand to his vest or breast, as be 
thought, to draw a- weapon or pistol, and 
he caught hold of Gray's coat-collar with 
one hand ami took hold of his wiiets by 
the other. He said to Grav, “ You cannot 
draw any weapon or pistol on me. I am un­ 
armed.” A t that time a man stepped between 
them and separated thsm. Gray then drew 
his revolver, and he (Giancey) thinking that 
he had no other way of escape, retreated 
through the main entrai ce to the Occidental 
Hotel, and from there through the office door 
into the office, and as he was shutting the 
office door Gray shot him. I have an average 
good memory. I have never mentioned this 
dying statement to any one, except part of it 
to Mr. Kincaid last evening. I did not tell 
him the whole of it, because I was on the way 
to the telegraph office. 1 did not talk this 
over with Mr. Stearns before his (Stearns’) 
departure. I ivas subpenaed by the defense. 
I think Mr. Kincaid tolu me I should he 
callea. I am friendly to both parties. My 
feelings toward Gray have always been 
friendly. I believe at times when 1 thought 
Gray under the influence of liquor be lias 
talked pretty rough to me. I have no recol 
lection of having denounced Gray among ray 
friends, ror of having spoken of him in the 
most bitter terms. 1 have been Postmaster. 
The Court, at half-past 11 to-day, com­ 
mitted the defendant to the custody of the 
Sheriff on a charge of the murder of Theo­ 
dore Glancey, without bail. 
The Last K ilt s Celebrated. 
San Francisco, October 3d.—The funeral 
of Theodore Glancey, late editor of the 
Santa Barbara Press, took place at Calistoga 
to-day. His remains were brought to this 
city last night on the steamer Orizaba, and 
were this morning forwarded to Calistoga per 
express, accompanied by J. P. Stearns, pro­ 
prietor of the Press. The funeral services 
were conducted at the residence of Mr. Wil­ 
son, Glancey’s father-in-law, and were at­ 
tended by many residents of Calistoga and 
a number from other places, including Mr. 
Stearns, W. 11. Mills, manager of tbe Sac­ 
ramento R ecord-U nion, and W. M. Web­ 
ster, General Agent of the California Asso­ 
ciated Press, all of whom had sustained inti­ 
mate journalistic relations with the deceased. 
The services were conducted by Rev. James 
Mitchell, of the Presbyterian Church, Calis­ 
toga, who delivered a feeling tribute to the 
intellectual and moral worth of the deceased 
journalist. The remains were then placed iu 
a hears.-, ami followed by a line of carriages 
occupied by relatives and friends, were con 
veyed to ths cemetery at St. Helena, eight 
miles distant,where the last rites were cele­ 
brated. 
Following wore the pall-bearers : Dr. A. 
M. Gardner, Dr. A. W. Scott, Messrs. H. L. 
Gibbs, A. B. Caniif, J. A. Chesebru and G. 
W. Weeks.

TULLIS KÜRDER. 


CORONER’S INQUEST. 


Trial of A. F. Clark as an Accessory—A 
Verdict of AcqoittaL 
The case of the People va. A. F. Clark, 
charged with beirg accessory to the murder 
of A. M. Tallis in 1373, which was com­ 
menced iu the Superior Court before Judge 
Denson on Friday, was concluded Saturday 
evening. The case, as presented by the tes­ 
timony, was briefly as f allows: A. F. Clark 
was at the time a partner iu business on K, 
between Eighth and Ninth street», in what 
was known as the Sierra Nevada Saloon. 
When Troy Dye was arrested for the murder 
of Tullís, Clark was also arrested, but was 
subsequently released. He was again ar­ 
rested, and in January, 1879, was tried, but 
there was not sufficient evidence to warrant 
his conviction, and at the suggestion of the 
prosecuting attorneys a verdict of acquittal 
was rendered. Several months afterward 
Clark was rearrested and indicted by the 
Grand Jury as accessory to the murder of 
Ti’llis, in that he had knowledge of the crime 
and had not informed the authorities, and 
also that he had assisted Anderson to escape. 
The trial for this last offense is the one just 
concluded. As testimony on the part of the 
prosecution, the judgment roll in the case of 
the People vs. Edward Anderson was first 
introduced. 
Mrs. Edward Anderson was then put upon 
the stand and testified to the visit of Clark to 
their house shortly after the murder, at which 
time Anderson left his blankets and stated 
that he was going to work on the thrashing 
machine up country. 
F. G. browning, a hotel-keeper at Pleas­ 
ant Grove, in Sutter county, testified that 
early on the moruiug of August 4th, the third 
day after the murder of Tullís, Clark and 
Anderson came to his place iu a buggy ; that 
Anderson introduced t lark to him, and stated 
who he was and what his business was ; that 
they drove on, stating that Clark wat taking 
Anderson to a point near Nicolaus, where 
lie was working with a thrashing machine ; 
that afterwards, on the same day, Clark re­ 
turned alone and stopped at the house, ate 
dinner aud -lept till about Bundown, when he 
drove on, stating that he was going to Sac­ 
ramento. 
M. M. Drew, ex-Sheriff, C. T. Jones and 
ex Deputy Si.-riff T. Lee, testified that on 
September 1, 1873, they had a meeting with 
Dye, Anderson aud Clark iu the Sheriff's 
office, they then being prisoners; that the 
defendants were asked if they had any state­ 
ments to make. Dye and Auderson had 
some two weeks previously made full con­ 
fessions. They were informed that if either 
one stati d matters in the presence of the 
other which implicated the other in the crime, 
aud if the party implicated remained silent 
and offered u > explanation, that under the 
law his tilines could be construed as a cir 
cumstance against him ; that on that occa 
aiou Anderson said iu the presence aud 
heariug of Clark that several days be­ 
fore the murder of Tuliis he 
had 
expressed to Dye a fear of Tom Lawton—in 
fact that t>e was afraid to commit the crime 
with Lawt m ; that Dye said, “ Well, if you 
don't want to go with Lawton, Cla-k will go 
with yon 
that Anderson asked Clark if he 
would go tvih him and do that job, and 
Clark g ive reply, “ Well, I will go and kill 
the old s of a b 
, too quick 
that 
Dye told Anderson that Clark wuuhl assist 
him off ; that on the 3J of August. 1878, he 
desired to leave town and sent his wile to see 
Clark and ask him to come up to his house ; 
that Clark came up aud arrangement was 
made for him to take Anderson out of town 
early the next morning ; that before daylight 
on the following morning he come with his 
buggy aud took AnderBm to near Nicolau:; 
that on ti e w„y up Auderson detailed to him 
particularly the circumstances of the 
murder of Tuliis; 
that arrangements 
were made then that Clark or Dye 
should keep 
Anderson 
inf irnied 
by­ 
letter as to the state of things at Sacra- | 
raento : that the letters were to be signed 
with the name of Parker ; that one under­ 
score or strike under the namj should indi­ 
cate danger: two strokes, extreme danger ; 
and three s‘r ke», ai the witness expressed 
it, ’’mesnt to get up and git.” That he 
(Anderson) reoived a letter signed Parker, 
with two underscores, and iu his a,ita%iou 
dropped it and put the envelope in his pocket; 
that he believed the letter was iu Clark's j 
handwriting ; that the letter was found, and ! 
at the time of the interview, was in the hands | 
of the officers of the law ; that the letter was 
then identified by Anderson aud shown to 
Clark, who was asked if he had any explana­ 
tion to make about the letter; that he ri- 
plied, 141 suppose Dye has told you all about 
that letterandjbeyoud that he made no j 
statement whatever during the interview. 
This letter was exhibited on the trial, and 
wi-h another letter, admitted by the defense 
to have been written by Clark after his ar­ 
rest, was introduced i i evidence, and Frank 
Miller, cashier of the National Gold Dank, 
testified as an exjiert that he believed both 
were written by the same jierson. 
The piii ein'i u took the ground that 
Clark, not having denitd this statement of 
Andtrsnn when it would have been the 
natural impulse of an inmicent person to ! 
* rleinnly deny it, he thereby clearly raised 
the legal presumption that lie was g-uilty as 
stated. 
On the part of the defense several per ons i 
were introduced who testified that they had 
known the defendant from childhood and to 
his general good conduct. One of them, 
David Itxlcrick, of Man Francisco, who had 
tieen his schoolmate, and corresponded with 
him and was familiar with his handwriting, 
testified that the “ Paiker " letter was not 
in Clark’s handwriting. The defease also 
provtd by J. N. Young and C. L. White 
that tiefnre the 1st of September, 1878, they 
hada IvLed Clark not to make any statements 
whatever to anyone except his counsel, and 
upon this fact the d-fense relied to refute 
any inferei -e of guilt which might otherwi-e 
obtain by '.iis silence upon the uccaaiou of the 
Ultervi, w referred to. 
The above is in short and effect the testi- 
niouy adii'.ced in the case. The prosecution 
was rrpreemted by District Attorney Buck­ 
ley. Ge rge A. Blanchard and ('. T. Jones; 
tlie defense by Creed Haymond and C. L. 
White. Upon conclusion of the argument 
and instructions of the Court the jury re­ 
tired, aud af cr an absence of about twenty 
minutes returned with a verdict of acquittal, 
aud (he defendant was discharged. 


Cjuixtebt R eport.—Superintendent C.W. 
Farnsw irth of City Cemeteries reports iu tiis

Verdict that George Hamilton was Mur­ 
dered by His Wife. 
The inquest in relation to the shooting cf 
George Hamilton was held by Coroner % er- 
milya yesterday in the east Superior Court­ 
room, occupying about four hours. L Ity 
Attorney Andtreon and District Attorney 
Buckley appeared on the part of the people. 
Felix McLaughlin testified that he met 
George Hamilton on Fourth street about 1 
p. M. on Friday. Hamilton took a sireet-car 
at comer Fourth and K, and asked him to 
ride a piece with him. Witness got in, and 
during their conveisation Hamilton men­ 
tioned bis wife. Witness remaiked that he 
understood he (Hamilton) was about to get a 
divorce. Hamilton replied that_ he was, but 
had never mentioned it. 
\\ ituess asked 
Hamilton where he was going, and he motioned 
with his hand up street, and said he was 
going up here a piece. At the corner of H 
aud Eleventh streets they got out and went 
into a butcher shop, and Hamilton^paid the 
family meat-bill amounting to 87. From 
there we went to the grocery at corner of 
Twelfth and I. and Hamilton paid the man 
312 for rent of the house his wife lived in. 
While they were there Mrs. Hamilton and 
their little daughter cam eir. They talked 
together, and his wife wanted him to 
come home with her, and kept urging him U> 
do so. Finally they went out upon the walk 
and talked, and his wife talked about his 
staying away so long, and remarked that there 
were others that he liked better than he did 
her. They w*aiked along toward her house 
and went in, accompanied by another woman 
and child from Oakland, whom they met. 
They all took seats in the front room, and 
Mrs. Hamilton asked her hu-band for some 
money to get some lieer. There were two 
glasses od a tül)i6 in tli6 room with a lit-tle 
beer left in each, and her husband fiajd he 
thought bv the looks of things she had had 
enough. She said a woman (naming tier) had 
previously brought in a little. He then 
handed her some money and she sent the little 
girl for beer. When she returned Mrs. Ham­ 
ilton poured it out and passed it around. 
Witness rc-tused. Mr. Hamilton took a glass 
and drank some of it and sit it on a table. 
Mrs. Hamilton also drank some aud then 
commenced to 
TALK ABOUT JEALOUST, 
Ana her husband told her 1 e didn’t want to 
hear anything about that. After a time the 
other woman and child w-ent away, and Mrs. 
Hamilton came and got on her husband’s 
lap and put her arms arouud his neck, and 
begged him to stay and live with her. He 
refused to do so. She kept filling up her 
glass aud taking small drinks, and talking to 
him between, urging him to live with her. 
Duriug this conversation the tax collector 
called, and Mr. Hamilton went out and 
talked with him. While they were out Mrs. 
Hamilton told witness she thought George 
(her husband) ought to come and occupy the 
room they were sitting in, and she and the 
daughter could live in the adjoining 
Apartment. 
Witness told her that he 
thought it 
would 
be 
rather close 
for parties who didn’t calculate to live 
together, and she smiled and said she sup­ 
posed it was. When Mr. Hamiltou came iu 
again, he went and got his hat, aud witness 
his, and they started. Witness got on to the 
porch and Mr. Hamilton was following, 
when she put her arms around him aud 
began to cry and exhibit great emotion, and 
the little girl was also crying. Mrs. Hamil­ 
ton would commence talking pleasantly, aud 
she continued and begging him to stay, and 
as he would still refuse, she would get very 
angry, and the next moment would commence 
to laugh. She did most of the talking ; she 
twitted him in relation to Nellie Wiukleplek 
and another woman. 
Mr. Hamilton re­ 
marked to her that there was some old 
woman who caused these yam», and she 
believed them. Witness asked her if the 
stories were trup, and she said persons told 
her so. Mr. Hamilton rep!i-d that he had 
no intercourse with them. Witness asked her 
if she believed the reporter of these stories 
before she did her husband, and sl^e said n», 
she believed his statement above theirs. 
Witness afterwards advised Mr. Hamiltou to 
go back in aud try to pacify her. He went 
back into the room, and witness also went iu. 
She was sitting on the lounge, crying, and 
rolled to her side, as witness thought, a little 
crazy like, but didn’t know whether it was 
from the beer or otherwise. Witness tried to 
pacify her ; told h-r Hamilton h ad not left her 
for good, that he comes around and pays her 
bill», and that he would come and live with 
her again. 8he said if he w uld come back 
she would take an oath to behave herself. 
He replied he would not go hack, lie had 
given her trials enough. She remarked that he 
left her once before ov- r in the States, and 
Clin? out here away from her ten years. Mr. 
Hamiitou replied that he knew what fie left 
her for, aud that matter was then dropped. 
She had then got much quieted down, and 
witness thought she wouil let him go in 
peace. Witness started out towards the 
frontdoor, and Mr. Hamilton was following. 
Just then wituess heard a great noise as he 
was about to open the door, and thinks the 
daughter cried out, “ Mamina is shouting 
papa!” Wituess looked arom d and saw Mrs. 
Hamilton standing with a pistol in her hind, 
and Mr. Hamilton fiad fallen iu front of her 
on the fi mr. Witness first suppo-i-d he was 
fooling, but immediately saw the blood 
trickling fr in his head upon the fi mr, andsaw 
that he was dead, lie was iyiug with his feet 
in the sitting-room aud his body in the hall­ 
way, with face downward. .She then stooped 
over him, placed the plot >1 close to his head 
and fired. S.ie then straightened up and 
said, " Well, 
I KILLED HIM, AMD l’M GLAD OF IT. 
When lie would rot live with me, no other 
one could have him.” A diagram of the 
premises was shown the witn-ss, and he 
pointed out the room3 aud position of the 
parties. 
May Han,¡It n, daughter of the deceased 
and Mrs. Hamilton, testified: She is twelve 
years old and lived wi'h her mother. f.She 
was much affected at first, and it was with 
much difficulty she could testify.] She was 
playing ia the yard, aud went in. 
Her 
mother was ciying and coaxing her papa to 
come home an I live, and lie said he would 
never come home any more. I’apa started 
to go into the hallway and mamma 
caught hold of him anti begged him to 
stay. 
He did not stay. 
Right after 
that my mamma weut into the bedroom, off 
the sitting-room. My father was standing by 
the machine near the door that connects with 
the hall. My mother came out of the bed 
room into the sitting-room and again asked 
him to come h one, aud he refu-id. Then 1 
don’t know what my mother di I. I heard a 
noise, like a pistol, but don’t know that it 
was a pi to!. Can tell a pistol shot. I think 
it wo a pistol shot. My mother was.stand­ 
ing about two or three feet from my papa. 
Did not have ker arm» ar und Mm. Just as 
i heard that noise my father fell on the floor. 
When he fell I did not know what caused 
him to fall. I was scared; he was bleeding 
on the left side of the face. My mother went 
into the bedroom and got a bottle that she got 
at a drug-store. poured some into a spoon 
and drank it. (Bottle is shown her.) That 
i< the bottle ; i'. h id strychnin» printed on it. 
(ápoon exhibited.) That is tbs spoon. Be­ 
fore my mother went into the sitting-room 
to get the bottle, 1 heard a second shot. I 
don’t know who fired the second shot—I got 
out of the front-rooin window when he fell 
I came back again—my papa was lying on 
the floor Feeding, and my mamma t ok that 
strychnine. Tfiat occupied three or four 
minutes I think. I .was on the sidewalk 
when the second shot was filed. I did not 
see the shot tired. My mother came . ut on 
the porch and walked up and down after she 
took that. She told me to tell somebody to 
send me hack to my grandpa. She then w ent 
in and sai.l: “ Papa, I love you. and rather 
than see anyone else have you, 1 d kill you.’ 
I do not know whose pistol it was. Had 
never seen it before. My father had not been 
living at home for about a month. Don’t 
know wli y he went away. Several month» 
ago I 11ear11 my mother say she would kill 
him if he did m*t behave. Don’t know that 
she had a pistol theu. Don’t know what t*he 
intrant. I was just outside. That is the only 
time that I remember that ohe made a threat 
like that. 
David S. Greer testified but he gave no 
facts not already stated by other witnesses. 
Mr®. Nancy Agnes Hamilton, defendant, 
wo»» placed up »n th** stand. She is a woman 
of medium hight, light completion and light 
; hair and grey eyes, and of rather alight form. 
! Her face was blai k and colorless, and wore a 
heavy an 1 determined expression. She did 
not show the least aign of emotion or sorrow, 
; but rather aa if shrewdly guarding against 
making any admission which could be used 
against he”, and bluntly refusing to give any 
■ evidence Waring ujxm the case, e«ei» shewing 
an ugly temper in that direction. 
being questioned she stated that her hus­ 
bands age was thirty-five and nativity Penn- 
■ «ylvaiiia. She was asked by the District 
Attorney to state what difficulty *he and her 
husband had on October 1st-, prior to the 
*h'H>ting, and she replied: We had no diffi­ 
culty, none whatever, on October 1st. 
Question—I refer to the killing of Mr. 
Hamilton ; what difficulty did you have lead­ 
ing to that ? Answer—Tknow nothing about 
it at all. 
Q.—You mean that you remember nothing 
about it? A.—I have nothing to tell; I 
know nothing or I would tell it. 
Q.—Have you been instructed by your at­ 
torney not tN testify ?

The report of the post-mortem examina­ 
tion made by Dr. Baldwin was submitted, 
showing that one ball entered the left cheek 
below the cheekbone, and passed through the 
bones at base of the large brain. The other 
entered two and a half inches back of the 
left ear and in line with the lower lobe of the 
ear, the ball passing upward and through the 
brain diagonally, and lodging above and an­ 
terior to the right temple. 
The Coroner’s Jury then returned a ver­ 
dict that the deceased came to hi* death by 
two gunshot wounds inflicted upon his person 
by Nancy Agues Hamilton, who did then 
and there, feloniously and with malice afore­ 
thought, kill and murder the said George 
Hamilton. 
NOTES OF THE CASE. 
Clinton L. White, attorney for Mrs. Ham­ 
ilton, informs a Kecord-Union reporter 
that he advised his client not to talk about 
the case, or, as he put it, “ to keep her 
mouth shut.” 
Mrs. Hamilton is about 27 years old. 
She was, it is stated, married to Hamilton 
at least fifteen years ago, but they separated 
after a few years because of their inability 
to agree. He came to California some nine 
years ago, leaving his wife at*the East. She 
procured a decree of divorce against him, lie 
not resisting it. Subsequently they courted 
agaiu—by mail—and he sent for her to come 
to California. She came some five years ago, 
and the parties were remarried iu this city. 
Jealousy soon manifested itself on her side, 
and the most active demonstration of it was 
seen in the shooting of Nettie Winkleplek. 
Oa the day Hamilton was shot by his wife 
he went, so he stated, to the office of her at­ 
torney aud made a payment on the fee due 
for defending the wife in the Winkleplek 
case. Iu that case Hamilton aided in the de­ 
fense of his wife, and in everyway showed 
that he had condoned her offense.
